THE NICARAGUA!* TRp;ATV. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The treaty con- 


cluded between the United States and the 
Republic ot Nicaragua at Washington the 
2Sth of November, 1884, and now before 
the Senate for ratilkation, is by far the 
mo.st important and far-j'eaching undertak- 
• ingof its kind that our (Jove.nment has 
ever engaged in. The United Slate? is not 
only to expand vast sums of money in 
the construct.on of an inleroccanlc ship 
canal, but acquires lands and territorial 
rights from Nicaragua in perpetuity, secures 
a strip of land more than six miles wide 
across the State of Nicaragua, wliicb for a 
considerable distance extends ou one side 
lo the boundary line of Cosla Rica, has the 
rein territorial and political jurisdiction as 
well

absolute control
